Sordid Mess 
in Montgomery 


Montgomery police reported discovery of a prostitution 
ring involving black girls aged 11 to 19 and middle-aged 
white men, which they said had been operating for at least 
two years. 

Police said it was the largest prostitution operation ever 
uncovered in the capital city 

Evidence of the ring emerged during investigation of the 
slaying of a teen-aged black girl whose body was found in a 
ditch in West Montgomery 

Several teen-aged Negro girls and four white men were 
arrested, and police promised more arrests as the investiga- 
tion continued. Among the men arrested was a retired 
lieutenant colonel and a city sanitation truck driver 

Police said the average age of the girls involved was 
about 13.

Special Session????? 

The Montgomery County Grand Jury recommended 
that Gov. George C. Wallace call a special session of the 
Alabama Legislature, ‘specifically for updating our pornog 
raphy laws,” but a huddle of a score of state senators in the 
governor’s office failed to evolve a formula that would 
assure a successful session. 

The governor is unwilling to call the legislators unless he

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RUSSIA AND AGRICULTURE 
Much has been said the last 
couple of years about trading 
with Russia and Russian agri- 
culture. I came across some 
facts on land and agriculture 
in Russia which are interest- 
ing. Number one, the wide gap 
between Russian and American 
agriculture has narrowed. The 
doliar output of rural agricul- 
ture in Russia is about four- 
fifif¥s of our total. Russia has 
about 45 percent more culti- 
vated land than we do. How- 
ever, location and weather can- 
celled out this advantage. 

Only one percent of all land 
suitable for cultivation in Rus- 
sia received at least 28 inches 
of rainfall per year. Compare 
this with 60 percent of the Uni- 
ted States. Two-thirds of 
Russian farmland lies in reg- 
ions that average 40 degrees 
F. and below. Growing sea- 
sons and frost-free periods 
are much shorter than here 
in our country. As for farm 
labor, about 45 million peo- 
ple of Russia’s 135 million 
labor force are employed in 
agriculture. In our country 
with a labor force of about 85 
million, less than 3.5 mil- 
lion are counted as farm wor- 


kers.

CONTROL LICE 

Coffee County cattle produc- 
ers are doing a poor job of 
controlling lice on cattle. Lice 
are costing Coffee County pro- 
ducers in lost gains and in- 
creased feed costs. Lice will 
also make animals more sus- 
ceptible to diseases. One of 
the unfortunate things about 
lice is that they can become 
severe and cause damage be- 
fore they are noticed. Cattle 
that have lice on them do not 
respond to feed properly; they 
may have anemia; and young 
calves may be stunted. 

Lice can be controlled fairly 
easily by using an insecticide. 
Ciodrin is excellent for con- 
trolling lice on cattle and comes 
in both sprays and dusts, Be 
sure to follow directions care- 
fully on the materials that you 
buy to control lice. Plenty of 
materials are available. Now, 
more than ever, it is impor- 
tant to control them! Don’t 
wait until you see the effects! 
Go ahead and put on a pre- 
ventive treatment! Repeat per- 
iodically to keep insects under 
control in the winter and spring 
months. 


FEEDER PIG PRODUCTION 

J. R. Speed, two Coffee Cou- 
nty hog producers and I are 
going to the bi-monthly auc- 
tion in Clanton on Thursday 
We will be visiting with pro- 
ducers of feeder pigs in that 
county and will also attend the 
auction sale in the early aft- 
ernoon. 

There is a great demand for 
feeder pigs! North Alabama is 
completely ahead of South Ala- 
bama in the production of high 
quality pigs. Most of our Cof- 
fee County folks don’t want to 
produce them, but they would 
like to buy good quality pigs. 
When a situation like this ex- 
ists, there ought to be an op- 
portunity for production. We 
hope to give our hog produc- 
ers a rather complete report 
on what other farmers are do- 
ing in the production of feeder 
pigs. If we had a number of 
growers producing pigs, this 
would help to expand the swine 
industry in this county.

Benefits 


The Veterans Administra- 
tion urges veterans who haven't 
done so to “advise survivors of 
benefits they’re entitled to from 
the agency in event of your 
death.” 

Officials emphasized that 
“failure to do so could cause 
undue anguish during times of 
great emotional stress.” 

It’s a good idea for veteran 
and “spouse to sit down and 
openly discuss important fam- 
ily matters, including locations 
of family documents, which 
would facilitate filing of claims 
for VA benefits,” it was fur- 
ther suggested. Such docu- 
ments as military discharge 
papers, divorce decrees, 
guardianship or child custody 
evidence, birth, marriage and 
death certificates should be 
kept safe from fire and theft, 
yet readily accessible. 

Other important details in- 
clude keeping track of GI and 
commercial insurance poli- 
cies, “C” numbers from VA 
correspondence, Social Secu- 
rity numbers and naturaliza- 
tion papers. 

Veterans also were advised 
that in event of death, the de- 
ceased’s family or close fri- 
ends should know they can check 
with veterans service organi- 
zations, as well.as VA offices, 
for information or other as- 
sistance.

Infact, some 
of us wind up paying many times 
the value of a home-made item 
just to get convenience. 

We buy cheese already shr- 
edded, onions peeled and dic- 
ed, tea to be mixed with water, 


pre-sweetened cereal and pre- 
cut pizzas. All would costless 
if you prepared them yourself. 

Boil-in-bag vegetables are 
more expensive then their plai- 
n-frozen counterparts. And 
vegetables in sauce mix are 
more costly than if you made 
your own sauce. 

Instead of buying pre-sea- 
soned foods, why not try sea- 
soning them yourself with herbs 
and spices that can be used 
frequently. 

Although convenience foods 
can save you time in preparing 
and cooking, they are more ex- 
pensive than foods prepared at 
home. Consider both the cost 
and convenience factors before 
using these foods. 

BED LINENS 

If you have striped or flo- 
wered sheets on your beds, 
they are in fashion. Fancy 
Sheets have become the big 
sellers in stores across the 
country. In fact, fancy sheets 
account for 70 percent of total 
sales, while solid colors are 
Slipping-- accounting for no 
more than 11 to 12 percent 
of total sales. 

White sheets are still pop- 
ular, capturing about one-four- 
th of the total market. 

Muslins have been gaining in 
sales at the expense of per- 
cales. Last year, percales 
accounted for 55 percent of 
all sheet sales, while muslin 
had the other 45 percent. This 
year the market will probably 
split 50-50 between muslin and 
percale. 


PUMPKINS 

Pumpkin pie is a great tre- 
at any time of the year. Not 
only is it good to eat, but it 
makes an attractive and nut- 
ritious dessert. 

You should take advantage of 
pumpkin season to freeze or can 
some. For either method, wash 
pumpkin and cut into sections 
Use a potato peeler or paring 
knife to remove the skin. Also, 
remove all seed and any stringy 
part. 

To freeze pumpkin, cook it 
in a little water until tender, 
then mash it with a potato 
masher and put in another pan. 
Put the pan in ice water to 
cool, and then pack the pump- 
kin in moisture, vapor-proof 
freezer containers or plastic 
freezer bags with cover boxes. 
Freeze in coldest part of free- 
zer. 

If you don’t have a freezer, 
can your pumpkin. After peel- 
ing, cut the pumpkin into one- 
inch cubes, add enough water to 
cover the pumpkin and bring to 
a boil. Packimmediately in hot 
standard canning jars and cover 
with cooking liquid, leaving 
one-half inch head-space. Wipe 
the jar mouth clean, adjust the 
lid and process in a pressure 
canner at ten pounds pressure 
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for 55 minutes for pints and 
90 minutes for quarts. 

FALL FLOWERS 

Chrysanthemums occasion- 
ally fail to set flower buds even 
though they have been given 
adequate care. Why? 

The most common reason 
for the problem is that the pl- 
ants are under or near a night 
light or security light. 

Chrysanthemums and a few 
other flowering plants such as 
poinsettia and Christmas 
cactus initiate flower buds on- 
ly after the day length begins 
to shorten in late summer. 
If the light period is extended 
by artificial lights, the plants 
continue to grow but do not 
flower. 


FROZEN MEATS 

Periods for keeping frozen 
meats vary from meat to meat. 
Here’s a general guide. 

Bacon can be frozen safely 
for one month, while cured 
ham may be kept frozen for one 
to two months. Beef and pork 
liver, all ground meats and 
pork sausage can be frozen 
for only two to three months. 
These items will not keep long- 
er because of the high fat con- 
tent. 

Three months is the recom- 
mended holding period for gib- 
lets of poultry, turkey and 
game; or shrimp, crab-meat 
oysters, You can freeze veal 
and pork chops and veal cutlets 
from three to four months. 
Pork and veal roasts will keep 
in the freezer four to eight 
months. 

Chicken and turkey are re- 
commended frozen for six to 
twelve months, fish six to nine 
months; and beef roasts and 
steaks eight to twelve months.

The Elba Tigers were ready 
for the Charles Henderson Tro- 
jans last Friday night and beat 
them everywhere except where 
it counted - on the scoreboard 

The Elba ground attack was 
at its best, and played a tre- 
mendous game between either 
15 yard line, picking up 179 
yards The Tiger defense is 
to be commended for holding 
Troy to a total of 100 yards. 

Elba won the toss and play 
began with Willie James Phil- 
lips returning the ball to the 
Tiger 30. The Tigers could 
not move the ball but four 
yards and had to punt to Troy. 
The Elba defense then showed 
Troy a thing or two and for- 
ced them to punt right back 
to the Tigers. 

From their own 40, the Tig- 
ers began one of their many 
drives, all of which came short 
of paydirt. The Tiger offen- 
sive line fired off Friday night 
like never before. They ripped 
huge holes in the Troy defense 
ind picked up three first downs 
on this drive, only to have it 
die at the Troy 18.

THOSE FALLING LEAVES 
How many times have you 

watched the leaves come dri- 

fting down in the Fall of the 


year, and wished you didn’t 
have a single tree in your 
yard? 


Many of us have shared this 
experience, Don't despair, 
those leaves which have cover- 
ed your yard and look messy 
to you, can be put to good use 
in your flower or vegetable 
garden, 

Leaves, grass clippings, 
stems and stalks from har 
vested begetables, corn husks, 
pea hulls and fine twigs are 
good materials for compost 
Compost is not only an excel 
lent mulch, but it is also a 
good fertilizer and soil condi- 
tioner when it is worked into

A. good mulch made from 
this compost can reduce soil 
blowing and washing, suppress 
weeds, keep the soil moist and 
cool and add organic matter to 
the soil.

Avoid 
uSing any diseased plants. 


Mulches made from com- 
post, grass clippings, sawdust, 
and straw prevent the loss of 
moisture from the soil by eva- 
poration. The energy from fal- 


ling raindrops is dissipated 
on a mulched soil. The re- 
sult is less soil erosion and 


less soil compaction. Mulches 
keep the soil from getting hot

University 
Working to Bring 


Career Education 


Into Schools 


During the past two years, 
the University of Alabama Col- 
lege of Education has been 
working with state school sys- 
tems to bring more career edu- 
cation into traditional methods. 

A fully developed career- 
education program includes the 
entire twelve-grade span of 
public schools. The program 
includes a continuing develop- 
ment of a number of themes-- 
career awareness, self aware- 
hess, skills and others. 

Under a typical career-edu- 
cation program, a student 
would, during the first six ye- 


ars, be introduced to “occu- 
pational clusters” including 
surveys of various general 


work areas such as engineer- 
ing, public service and medi- 
cine. 

In middle-school grades, the = 
student would begin to concen- 
trate on the areas of more int- 
erest to him. By the end of 
high school he would have sh- 
arpened his interests further 
and even developed skills in 
that area, in addition to hav- 
ing the standard academic edu- 
cation 

Students would also begin to 
experience job placement via 
the school guidance-counsel- 
ing service. Guest speakers 
could be used to emphasize the 
applications of education in th- 
eir career fields. 

Dr. Leeman Joslin said that 
individual field trips could be 
used, by which a student would 
spend all or part of a day ob- 
serving a worker on the job. 

“If we give a youngster this 
kind of experience from the 
first grade on up,” Joslin com- 
mented, “he'll have a much 
better idea of what kind of 
career he wants.” 

The guidance counselor, the 
standard source of career gui- 
dance, will become “a role pri- 
marily of coordination...more 
group counseling and working 
with teachers.” 

The federal career-educa- 
tion program was begun in 
1970 with six “experimental” 
systems. Ten other state sys- 
tems have been chosen by a 
division ofthe State Department 
of Education for a project to 
coordinate career .“*ucation 
efforts.

Testing For 
Sickle Cell 
Anemia 


Sickle cell anemia, an in- 
herited disease for whichthere 
is no known cure, afflicts one 
in every 588 of the black pop- 
ulation in Alabama. An addi- 
tional one in twelve carries 
the sickle cell trait. County 
health departments are now 
conducting full scale testing 
campaigns to identify victims 
of this disease. 

The disorder gets its name 
from red blood cells which pe- 
riodically change from: their 
normal oval shape to the cha- 
racteristic sickle shape. This 
period of change is called sic- 
kle cell crisis, and results in 
such symptoms as aches and 
pains in the joints, severe ab- 
dominal pain, headache, dizzi- 
ness, ulcers about the ankles, 
and anemia. Because the sym- 
ptoms are similar to those of 
other diseases, sickle cell dis- 
ease is difficult to diagnose 
without a blood test. However, 
it is most important that this 
diagnosis be done so that the 
victim’s doctor cangive proper 
medical attention when a sickle 
cell crisis occurs. 

Although carriers of the 
trait rarely have symptoms, 
it is possible for the sickle 
cell crisis to be brought on 
by the stress of extreme phy- 
sical exertion, anesthesia, or 
high altitudes, where there is 
a lack of sufficient oxygen. 

Since sickle cell is an in- 
hertied defect, carriers of the 
disease need to know of their 
condition and the chances that 
their children will inherit the 
trait or the disease. When 
both parents are carriers, the 
chances are two in four that 
each child will have the trait, 
one in four that the child will 
have sickle cell anemia, and 
one in four that the child will 
have no form of the disease 
at all. Parents have a right 
to know these possibilities when 
planning their families. 

County health departments 
throughout Alabama aretesting 
for sickle cell anemia when 
requested to, and like all of 
their services, this testing is 
free. A blood sample is taken 
and forwarded to the serology 
laboratory of the Alabama De- 
partment of Public Health in 
Montgomery, where the speci- 
men is analyzed for abnormal 
hemoglobin. Test results, whi- 
ch are held instrict confidence, 
are referred back to county 
medical personnel so that coun- 
seling and treatment can be 
arranged as needed. 

Since full scale sickle cell 
testing began in Alabama in 
April of 1972, the state labor- 
atory in Montgomery has pro- 
cessed well over 100,000 blood 
samples, andis currently hand- 
ling about 6,000 per month. 
A method of taking blood sam- 
ples on filter paper rather 
than in test tubes has greatly 
simplified the procedure and 
has enabled laboratory perso- 
nnel to handle the large volume 
of tests. 

Research is being carried 
on by a number of agencies 
throughout the country in an 
effort to find a cure for sickle 
cell anemia, as well as to find 
new therapies for sickling cri-

Near Kinston 


Plans were announced re- 
cently for a 373 acre lake to 
be built in Coffee County, just 
below Kinston. The lake will 
be used for recreation and ir- 
rigation. It is being financed 
with Rural Resources Devel- 
opinent (RC&D) funds and wil) 
cost at least $400,000. 

Plans call for camping fac- 
ilities, fishing facilities, swim- 
ming areas and picnicing areas. 
These facilities will probably 
be built near downtown Kinston. 
A large portion of the lake 
will be located in the city 
limits of Kinston. 

The federal government is 
participating on a 50-50 match- 
ing basis with the town of Kin- 
ston on this project. Kinston 
is borrowing their half from the 
Farmers Home Administration 
at 4% with 30 years to repay 
the loan. They plan to charge 
for the use of the recreation 
facilities and receive enough 
to repay the money. 

Twenty-one landowners own 
land joining the proposed lake 
and will own the land down to

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Gun Blast Hits 5 Here Tuesday 


Along simmering domestic 
quarrel apparently was the tri- 
gger to the shooting of five peo- 
ple here Tuesday evening. The 
injuried included a 13 month 
old baby boy in serious condition 
in a Dothan hospital. 


Injuried in the shotgun blast 
through a window were the baby 
Tracy Morris; his mother Mary 
Alice Morris,-age 29, with head 
injuries; Polly Cole, age 24, 
sister to Mrs. Morris and wife 
of the man charged with the 
shooting; Bobby Starks, age un- 
known but in his early 20's; 
and Charles Hill, age 12. 

All the injuried were taken to 
the Elba General Hospital by 
units of the Elba Rescue Squad. 
The Morris baby wasalso trans- 
fered _to Dothan by the Rescue 
Squad. 

Bobby Starks was treated and 
released from the hospital. He 
lost the end of a finger in the 
affair. 


Mrs. Morris, Mrs. Cole and 
Hill were kept in the hospital. 
Mrs. Morris suffered head in- 
juries; Mrs. Cole suffered leg 
injuries and Hill suffered head 
injuries. 


The shooting took place in 
Mulberry Heights and a black 
male, Wilson Cole, is in Coffee 
County jail charged with assult 
with the intent to murder. He 
gave himself up to the jailer 
and ask that the Elba police 
be called. At that time the 
Elba police and Chief Deupty 
Sheriff Neil Grantham, ll ar 
med with rifles and shotguns, 
were searching for Cole in the 
Mulberry Heights area where 
the shooting occurred. 


After receiving a report at 
8:58 p.m. of a shooting in the 
area, two police officers, Max 
Rayborn and Phillip Godwin 
were patroling in the area when 
a shot from the dark shattered 


their right front headlight. They 
immediately got out of the area 
and radioed for reinforcements. 
This was complicated by the fact 
that the base radio at the police 
station was out of order andthe 
station was operating with a 
walkie talkie normally used by 
officers on foot or on stake- 
out. 


The five injuries occured 

while the victims were sitting 
in the living room of Cole's 
estranded wife’s home. The gun 
blast came through a window 
on the side of the house shat- 
tering the glass and blasting a 
large hole in the curtains. 
This blast apparently hit all 
five victims with the baby boy 
catching several pellets in the 
head as he lay in his mother’s 
lap. 

While all the details were a 
bit hazy at press time, appar- 
ently the people in the house 
all ran to other rooms to hide 


from the sudden forceful intru- 
sion. The man with the shot- 
gun reportedly kicked in the 
back door and found Mrs. Cole 
croucked bleeding between two 
beds in the only bedroom in the 
three room house. He pulled her 
up and she broke away, running 
out the front door. Witnesses 
report the gunman caught up 
with her and then put down his 
gun. At this point Mrs. Cole 
Started running again. As she 
ran onto a neighboring porch 
another shot was fired. She 
continued to run and at least 
one other shot was heard. One 
of these blast again hit her 
in the back. 

After talking with Cole the 
police went to the home of Cole’s 
mother and picked upa 16 guage 
single barrel shotgun and are 
checking to see if it was the 
one used in the shooting. They 
do have evidence showing that 
the weapon used was a 16 guage 
shotgun.

Postpone Actions 


The Coffee County Commi- 
ssioners postponed several ac- 
tions at their regular meeting 


on Monday of this week, while 
approving expenditure of funds 


on three projects. 

The Commissioners reject- 
ed all bids on construction of 
the new county shop and engin- 
eer’s office at New Brockton. 
New bids will be opened on 
November 26th. This action 
was taken when it was deter- 
mined that only one bidder qual- 
ified to build public facilities 
costing over $20,000. Also it 
was discovered that many pros- 
pective bidders couldn’t possi- 
bly get delivery on the nec- 
essary steel in the time all- 
otted by the commission’s fir- 
st bid request. 

The commissioners opened 
bids on a new crawler trac- 
tor and front end loader for 
the land fill at New Brockton. 
Accepting any of these bids 
was postponed when several 
commissioners questioned: the 
expenditure and wanted to check 
into contracting the work to 
someone else. 

The group accepted the bid 
of Robert F. Newton of Elba 
for construction of a portable 
stage to be used in the Farm 
Center at New Brockton. His 
bid was $3,850.00. 

Bids were accepted from 
Carnley and Sons Plastering 
Co. of River Falls to do some 
plastering work in the Elba 
Courthouse. Their bid was 


$398.00. 

The Commissioners showed 
their support for the work being 
done by the Pea River Histor- 
ical Society. They voted to 
‘donate $500.00 for the purchase 
of two historical markers. One 
is to be placed at the Elba 
Courthouse and the other is 
to be placed at Welborn, first 
county seat of Coffee County.

Want Bids 
On Work 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion is accepting bids on a 
contract to cover garbage at 
the Sanitary Landfill at New 
Brockton. Bids will be opened 
on Monday, November 26, 1973 
at 10 o’clock a.m. at the Coun- 
ty Courthouse in Enterprise.
